You have before you for third reading and final action Senate Bill No. 534 by the. Budget Committee. 


This Bill is threefold in its provisions: 


First, it is a reenactment of the law enforcement bill intorduced and passed in this House as 
House Bill No. 508 by Dawson and others; 5 | 7 

Second, it provides for a driver's license of all motor vehicles at a fee of fifty cents for. 
each car. That means that all members of any household over the age of sixteen years may be licensed at 
a fee of fifty cents. for all of them. The proceeds of the driver's license fee, or so much thereof as is 
necessary, will be used to pay the expenses of administering the law enforcement acts 


The Third provision in the Bill is the appropriation for the State Police and for additional 


expenses of the circuit courts in enforcing the laws against the unlawful manufacture and sale of liquors. 
Under this Bill a nucleus is provided for enforcing anti-liquor laws and highway traffice laws, 


rules and regulations. If a liquor license bill is signed and becomes a law, this nucleus will serve to 


control the sale of liquors in this State. 


The Bill provides a penalty for driving an automobile without a license and will, it occurs to 
me, be of some aid in removing the deadly hazards on the highways of this State. Such licenses may be 


revoked by any court having jurisdiction of misdemeanors for the violation of any traffic laws. 


I do not believe the State of Arkansas should license the sale of liquor without at the same time 


providing a means of control. 
The driver's license provisions of this Act are probably not what everyone would desire, but it 
will serve as a beginning of a policy that will, we hope, make the highways reasonable safe. 


For these reasons I respectfully request you to pass this Bill.

NR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE HOUSE OF THE FIFTIETH GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF ARKANSAS: 

Your committee, appointed pursuant to a resolution of the House to make an investigation of the 
telephone rates prevailing in Arkansas, has the honor of submitting the following report. 

Of course the members of this House must appreciate the fact that with the facilities available to 
this committee it was impossible within the time permitted to make an investigation of the telephone rates prevailing 
in this state and determine what a reasonable, fair rate would be. To have made such an investigation it would 
have been necessary not only to have had available a complete audit of the income and expenses of every company 
operating in this state for the past several years, but it would have been necessary to have had before us an 
inventory and appraisal of the telephone properties in this state for study, and in addition thereto it would have 
been necessary to have had the operating conditions of these properties investigated for the purpose of determining 
if any of the companies today have included in their rate base properties not now used and useful in rendering ths 
service. In view of these difficulties this committee has not been able to do more than to assembl¢ data pertaining 
to the rates in Arkansas and in other states so that a comparison might be made. 


From our study of the information assembled the committee is convinced that the telephone rates generally 


prevailing in Arkansas are entirely too high and that the people of the state are entitled to reductions in rates which 


have now been delayed much too long. 


Tennessee, about the first of- this year, concluded an investigation of the Southern Bell Telephone Company's 


rates prevailing in that state and put into effect an order materially reducing those rates which means a savings to 


the telephone: users of the state of approximately $500,000 per annum. This investigation was underway approximately 


twenty months and the cost of it we have been unable to learn because in addition to the expenses incurred by &- 
the Tennessee Railroad Commission in such investigation, a number of the cities and towns in that state 
interested in the rates contributed materially towards expenses of .the ‘investigation. \ 

x The principal telephone service in this state is supplied by the Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Company which operates in Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, Arkansas and a portion of Illinois directly 
opposite the city of St. Louis. We are advised by the Chairman of the Fact Finding Tribunal that he proposed 
about the middle of last year to the regulatory commisatons of the several states in which this company operates 


and to the Federal Communications Commission that a joint investigation of the company be undertaken by the 
commissions of the several states in which it operates. It was found that under the laws of most of the states 

in which it operates, and especially in Arkansas, the Commissions of the several states were not authorized to co-= 
operate one with the other, or with the Federal Communications Commission, in such an investigation as was proposed. 

It is our information that an effort would be made before the Legislatures of the several states ta remedy the 

condition by giving this desired cooperative authority to the Javeral commissions. Such authority has been E & 
conferred upon the Department of Public Utilities in this state by Senate Bill 294, which now only awaits the 
Signature of the Governor to become a law. | 

Under the modern theory of telephone rate regulation, the larger the exchange and the number of 
telephone stations in use, the higher thé rates should be. Memphis, Tennessee is more ‘than twice as large as 
Little Rock and North Little Rock in this state, yet the telephone rates in Memphis for a single line business 
phone is 124% lower that it is in Little Rock, while under all theories of regulation the ‘Little Rock rate should 
be less. The rate in Memphis is $7.00 while that in Little Rock is $8.00 for the same character of service. 

We find that the peeaiatory Sommlasions in most states have permitted the telephone company to make 
extra charges for what is known as a “hand” or "french set". Such extra charge is in effect in this state but 
not upon any order of any regulatory commission. It is our piain that this extra charge is unjust and unwarranted. . 
While the hand or french set is a refinement and an improvement over the old desk set, we are convinced that i 
the company should not be permitted to make such extra charge for these refinements because in private business @ 
improvements are continually being made and the services rendered by private enterprises bear no extra charge 
because of these improvements. 

Attached to this report and marked Exhibit "A" is a statement showing the savings to the people of 
the State of Arkansas in several of the cities in which the Southwestern Bell Telephone Company operates if 
there was prevailing in the Arkansas cities the same rates for telephone service as prevail in cities of 
comparable size under the new rates recently put into effect by. the Tennessee Railroad Commission. This savings 
for Little Rock alone would amount to $74,326 annually. 

Attached hereto as Exhibit "B" is a statement showing the difference in the rates for certain cities 
and town in Arkansas as compared with the rates prevailing in cities of comparable size in Tennessee under the 


recently established schedule in the latter state. It will be noted that with few exceptions the rates in 


Arkansas are higher than those in Tennessee. ‘ @ 


The Betepucne companies In Arkansas as elsewhere, have had no yardstick laid down by the Federal 
governnent for the measurement of their service as has occurred with the electric utilities, therefore the telephone 
companies have not been interested in the reduction of the cost of their service. Throughout the period of the | 
depression the rates were just as high as they were during the peak years of 1929 and 1930, and while courts everywhere 
are taking judicial knowledge of the fact that investments and property values are now and have been throughout the 
period of the depression much lower than formerly. | 

There has been created in this state by this Legislature a new regulatory body which has more powers than 


* 


theretofore were lodged in the Fact Finding Tribunal, as well as more funds. While this body today will not have 


‘° ample facilities or money to bring about as speedy réduction in telephone rates as the people are entitled to, if the 


municipalities of this State will take the same interest in pursuing the telephone company as the municipalities 
in Tennessee did, we confidently believe that in a short while telephone rates in Arkansas can be reduced to, the 
point where they will be comparable to those now prevailing in Tennessee and other states.
